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SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


Gentlemen :— 

Your committee begs leave to report that the schools 
throughout the town are suffering greatly on the account of the 
small sums of money raised for their benefit. 

It looks like rather doubtful economy to shut your school houses 
the bigger portion of the year, for the sake of making, your taxes 
a few dollars less. Your children need and must have an educa- 
tion in these days of.general intelligence. And the majority of 
them are depending wholly upon the district school for their edu- 
cation. And by shortening the time of the school we are not only 
robbing them, but the town and country, of further enterprise and 
thrift. I fear that many are disposed to be ‘‘ penny wise and pound 
foolish,” in this matter. And now that the literary fund is to be 
greatly reduced, if not entirely removed, there ought to be, and 
must be money raised especially for this purpose, or else shut up 
your school houses altogether. For a stinted school of a few weeks 
in the year, taught by the cheapest teacher that can be got, is not 
much better than no school. 

And here allow me to say that the past year, some of our schools 
have suffered, on the account of their prudential committee put- 
ting forth special effort to secure the teacher that could be got for 
the smallest wages, One week of good teaching is better than six | 
weeks teaching of some. Your schools have suffered greatly on 
account of having so many different teachers. Hvery new pruden- 
tial committee that comes in, seems to have his favorite, and that 
principle, ‘‘ favoritism,” seems to bias too many in their employ- 
_ ment of teachers, more than qualification. 

It is with regret that I have to state that some of our schools 
have suffered materially on the account of the inadvertent inter- 
ferance, and want of co-operation of parents with teachers. When 
parents commence to sympathize with their children who are in re- 
bellion against the laws of the school, it is time to close the school- 
room. 
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DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Summer term of nine weeks, taught by Miss Gusta A. Marshall. 
It was with feelings foreboding unpleasantness, at least, that we 
gave Miss Marshall a certificate to teach this school, on the account 
of her being a resident in the district, and associate with many of 
the students. But, contrary to our apprehension, and to our great 
satisfaction, the school was a perfect success. And we have no 
hesitancy to recommend her as one of our first class teachers. 
Whole number of pupils 52. Average “attendance 46; wages per 
month, including board, $18. 

Winter term of 7 1-3 weeks, taught by Lewis Boss, a good 
scholar, and bids fair for a good teacher, but was the wrong man 
in the wrong place here. Whole number of pupils 54; average at- 
tendance 48 ; wages per month, including board, $30. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


One school of nine and one-half weeks, taught by Miss Hattie 
A. Colby. Miss Colby succeeded admirably with this school. It 
appeared better under her management than ever since I have 
known the school. Whole number of pupils, 12; average attend- 
ance 10; wages of teacher, not including board, $10. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Summer and winter terms taught by Miss Hattie A. Page, and 
here was demonstrated the advantage of continuing in the service 
of the district a good teacher. I hope the course will be continu- 
ed in this district, and the example followed throughout the town. 
Length of summer term 7 weeks; whole number of scholars 15; 
average attendance 12; wages of teacher, not including board, $8. 
Length of winter term, 8 weeks; whole number of scholars 14; 
average attendance 11; wages, including board, $13. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Summer term of five weeks, taught by Miss A. G. Thompson. 
The school was not of sufficient length to form an opinion of her 
ability as teacher. The school had hardly got under way when it 
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closed. Whole number of pupils 22; a attendance 20; 
wages, including board, $15. 

Winter term of seven weeks, by Miss Tilton, of Sanbornton, 
who succeeded well, was interested herself and made the school the 
same. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Summer and winter terms taught by Miss Nancy A. Morrill. 
Here again we see the advantage not only of securing the services 
of a teacher acquainted with a school, but with her business, Miss 
M. is one of our best teachers. The school having made better 
progress under her tuition, than since I have known it. Length of 
summer term, 7 weeks; whole number of pupils 24; average at- 
tendance through the year 20. Length of winter term 7 weeks; 
whole number of students 19; wages $14 per month, including 
board. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


One term of 7 weeks taught by Miss Mary S. Shaw, an experi- 
enced and able teacher, who demonstrated clearly the advantage 
and economy of a good teacher over a cheap one ; notwithstanding 
the determination to the contrary of some families in the district 
this was a good school. The best I have ever visited there. Whole 

ber of students 20; average attendance 18 ; wages of teacher 
including board, $19 per month. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


One term of seven weeks, taught by Miss Nancy S. Dearborn, 
a teacher of experience and good qualities ; good proficiency was 
made by the pupils for the length of school. Whole number of 
different scholars 22; average attendance 15; wages of teacher 
per month, including board, $17, 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


One term of eight weeks taught by Miss Mary A. Rolf. This 
school was nearly a failure, on account of the interference of some 
of the parents, and other outsiders with the discipline of the 
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school. The fact that Miss Rolf has been successful as a teacher 
heretofore, and the pupils whose parents were in sympathy with ~ 
the teacher, made good proficiency, proves to my mind that th 
fault in this case lies with the fault-finders. Whole number of 
scholars 14; average attendance 10; wages of teacher per month, 
including board, $13 22. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


One term of six weeks taught by Miss Annie M. Pierce. Miss 
P. managed this school with the hand of one who is ‘ master of 
his profession.” I never saw better progress in any school for the 
length of time than in this. Whole number of scholars 12; aver- 
age attendance 9; wages of teacher, including board, $18 per 
month. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


One term of seven weeks, taught. by Miss Augusta Sargent, who 
did well for a new beginner. Whole number of scholars 7; aver- 
érage attendance 6; wages $13 37, including board.
